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SPECIAL TOWN 
MEETING 


The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, set the date of October 
First for a Special Town Meeting, 
‘They also voted to have the war- 
rant for the Special Town Meeting 
closed on September first, 

One of the more important items 
of the meeting was a report by the 
members of the Redevelopment 
Authority. Former Selectman 
Rene LaRivee, and Joseph Sottile, 
Chairman and Secretary, respect- 
ively, appeared to announce that 
the town’s share of the cost for 
the Eames Street Industrial Park 
will be $14,300, 

Sottile told the board that, thru 
the efforts of the Town Manager 
and others, it had been arranged 
to defray the total cost in the form 
of services, One portion, a total 
of $900 for rent, was being paid 
by the Wilmington Chamber of Com 
merce, Sottile said, The rest would 
be coming from services of the 
town, 

He requested that the board send 
a letter to the State, saying that 
the money and/or servies were 
available, and this was voted, with- 
out the word cash, 

Sottile explained to the Select- 
men that Wilmington was one of 
the town’s that would be partici- 
pating this year, because there had 
been a sufficiently early notice sent 
to the state, from the town board, 

Woburn has already been granted 
funds by the State, Sottile said, He 
was carrying in his hand a copy of 
the Woburn Times, with a front 
page picture of Governor John 
Volpe signing the agreement with 
the City of Woburn, 

Sottile was not certain that Volpe 
would come to Wilmington to sign 
a similar agreement, but he told 
the Selectmen that the Redevelop- 
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ment Program was an important 
thing to the Governor, and he hoped 
that Volpe would come to Wilming- 
ton for the signature.which would 
put the Eames Street project on 
the road to completion, 

Atty John Callan appeared before 
the Selectmen in behalf of Wil- 
mington Ford, with a request for 
the removal of restrictions on the 
gasoline license held by that com~- 
pany in its new location, opposite 
the Wilmington Plaza, 

With Callan was the president 
of the company, Ben Ristuccia, 
Ristuccia has no plans for a fran-~ 
chise operation, Callan said, but 
felt that a station was necessary 
to the operation of its new facility. 
The plea was taken under advise- 
ment by the Selectmen, 

They were followed by Mike De- 
Moulas, of the Wilmington Plaza. 
Spokesman for Mike was John Well 


Welling and DeMoulas told the 
Selectmen that there were plans 
for the beautification of Wilming- 
ton Plaza, The four original 
stores were to undergo a face- 
lifting. There would be a row of 
trees in back, at the property 
boundary, There would be two 
new incinerators, to replace the 
present one, There would be only 
a limited truck access in back, for 
loading purposes, 

In front there were plans for 
a new sidewalk along Main Street, 
together with a row of trees along 
that sidewalk, 

And there were plans for a 
gasoline station, at the far end of 
the Plaza, 

DeMoulas had filed no plans nor 
application for such a station, The 
Selectmen did not have to take any 
action,

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THE SITE OF THE LIBRARY 


The Question for the Special Town Meeting on 
October this column is whether to 
somehow buy the ‘secret’ Number One Site for the 
Proposed public library, or to build it at the Number 
Two Site, the Walker School, and in so doing to wait 
for a year, or maybe more, 

Obviously the site of Rotary Park is not to be 
considered, Too many people who have contributed 
to Rotary Park are against it, for one thing. It is 
notmecessary to continue the discussion further, for 
a two thirds vote would be required, and that the 
Town Meeting would not get. 

Neither is the old St, Thomas site the place for 
the library. The town needs the land for future school 
use, and should buy it, but not for a library site, It 
is too small,” 

The ‘Number One’ site, never named, privately 
owned, might possibly be bought, if the Town Mana- 
ger and Selectmen talk some more with the owner. 
If this can be accomplished the town will have a fine 
library site, and there will be many other problems 
answered at the same time, 

Probably half the town knows the ‘secret’ but 
one just doesn’t talk about it out loud, 

If not it will have to be the Walker School site, 
Long before Planner Sam Snow offered this for his 
second recommendation the same idea had occured 
to various Wilmington officials, in fact they are 
about falling over each other in their effortsto claim 
‘I thought of it first’, 

The School Department, - if the planned con- 
struction of schools goes as planned, state that they 
will be able to ‘phase out’ the Walker School in 1968, 
If that is so, the town might possibly be ready 
start construction of a new library, and a new 
town hall in that year, and on that site, 

There is even a better possibility, 


Yes - things will be crowded for a year - but 
no more than they are right now, 

It is true that there will be parking problems 
for a year - but no more than there are at the 
present moment, 

Either buy the’ Number One site of Planner 
Sam Snow, or start’ construction, - this fall, at the 
Walker School site, with an eye towards the aban- 
donment of that school in 1968, 

That’s the way to do it,

This would give a 12 foot wide 
lane, and an 8 foot wide lane, for 
passing stopped cars in the lane, 
cars about to make a left turn, 

He recommended that there be 
no sidewalks, and no curbstones 
or curbs, This would ease the 
snow plowing problem, in the win- 
ter, Abend said, and he pointed out 
that together with the ‘set-back’ 
required of the buildings, there 
would be plenty of grassy surface 
to absorb the piled up snow. 

As he talked he gave the mem- 
bers of the board the various co- 
ples of statistics from which he 
derived his figures, When, in one 
case, Mrs McKie questioned the 
figures as to their date of com- 
pillation Abend said they came 
from a book which had not yet been 
published, 

Abend was talking for about two 
hours, and Harding, the Town En- 
gineer added to this with his de- 
scription of the Waltham park, 
Harding estimated that he had seen 
435 cars go out onto Rte 128 with

William Childs, of the Wilming- 
ton Conservation Commission, was 
present to discuss the proposed 
Flood Plain Zoning, which was dis- 
cussed a week ago, and is sche- 
duled to cost $400, 

Childs explained that the Con- 
servation Commission had $500 for 
the proposed work, and just wanted 
to be certain that they wouldnot be 
spending money for this type of 
work while the Planning Board was 
busy spending money for the same 
thing. 


With unintended humor, he said

Gas Stations were not the only 
subject,

Kevin Mathieson, of 119 Aldrich 
Road, spoke up to say that he had 
not been notified, McCann consult- 
ed his lst, and graciously acknow- 
ledged that McCann was right, 

Boutwell Street residents were 
not happy, they told the Selectmen, 
They had been harassed by the 
recent installation of a water main 
matin on that street, and now there 
was to be the installation of a gas 
main, 

Mrs Mae Hadley, for many years 
a member of the Wilmington Board 
of Library Trustees told McCann 
that she had not signed up for the 
Service of his company. She ques- 
tioned him ‘in ‘some detail as tothe 
Proposed location of the gas line., 
and he told her that the company 
keeps {ts mains at least four feet 
from any water main, 

McCann told the Selectmen that 
the gas company would be begin- 
ning {ts work very shortly, and 
would complete it in two weeks, 


and Salem Streets, In addition 
other side streets in town will 
receive more adequate lighting, 

The plan calls for the installa~ 
tion of 100 watt, and 175 watt 
mercury vapor lights on all the 
main streets of the town, 

The committee was commended 
for a job well done.

A pic- 
ture in the Reading Chronicle of 
one of the trucks showed that it 
belonged to the Red-E- Mix Com- 
pany of Wilmington, The drivers 
told the police that they had in- 
structions to keep on working, re- 
gardless, and that is what they did 

The Reading Town Counsel, J. 
Warren Killam, told the Selectmen 
that there was a possibility of the 
Selectmen having no legal basis to 
Stop trucking until their action had 
been approved by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Public Works. 

The residents of the area have 
employed a Boston attorney, Carl 
H, Amon Jr., who isa Reading res- 
ident, and at one time was Town 
Counsel of Reading, 

Meanwhile the residents of the 
area have several times taken ac- 
tion to try to block traffic by park-
